The National Conference began at Saratoga, New York, in 1874, as a 
part of the Social Science Association. But, being in the beginning a gath- 
ering of a few representatives of the then-existing state boards of chari- 
ties, it has since grown to a membership ranging between 2,500 and 3,500, 
located in all parts of North America and even foreign countries, and rep- 
resenting the entire variety of social service activities, voluntary and gov- 
ernmental, which have developed in recent years. The Conference “has al- 
ways looked forward, rather than back, and many of the new social ef- 
forts of our day have found their early adherents and their most useful 
publicity at the Conference meetings.”

SPECIAL RAILROAD RATES 


Reduced fares for delegates attending the meetings at Indianap 
olis in May have been granted by railroads in the Central, Trunk 
Line and New England Passenger Associations. In the territory of 
the latter two associations the rate will be 2 cents per mile in each 
direction, going and returning via the same route. In the Central 
Association a special tariff will be issued, but the rate is under- 
stood to be approximately 2 cents. ° 

The territory embraced in this grant of reduction is the entire 
northeast part of the United States, running as far west as the Mis- 
sissippi river and including Chicago, and as far south as the Ohio 
river and the northern part of Virginia, including Washington. 

The dates on which tickets may be purchased, as assigned by the 
Central and Trunk Line Associations and requested in the New Eng- 
land territory, are as follows: 

Central Passenger Association: May 6, 9 and 10. 

Trunk Line and New England Associations: May 6, 8 and 9. 

Only three dates of purchase could be named and the date, May 6, 
has been chosen in each case to accommodate those who want to 
go to Indianapolis early to attend related meetings.

On the evening of February 19th a hundred and fifty social 
workers representing various agencies in Chicago met under the 
auspices of the Catholic Women’s League to do honor to President 
Gavisk and to fire the opening gun in the campaign to take all— 
or nearly all the representatives of organized social work in the 
city to Indianapolis in May. Miss Minnie F. Low presided and the 


speakers’ list included a number of officials and other leading mem- 
bers of the Conference. The preceding week Father Gavisk ad- 
dressed the New York School of Philanthropy and the social work- 
ers of Brooklyn. He is doing double duty, as President of the Con- 
ference and as representative of the city which is to entertain the 
body at its 1916 meeting. 


When is black white? The answer is, when one of the states 
which were in the shaded portion of the map of state conferences 
of charities in the United States, in the Bulletin of July, 1915, organ- 
izes a state conference and enters the white field. Last fall Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia became “white,” and in January Vermont 
followed suit. If the map published in July were revised there 
would be no shaded state north of the southern boundary of Ten- 
nessee. Indeed, there are only three unorganized states south of 
that line in the eastern part of the country, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
and Georgia, and in one of them it is proposed to organize a con- 
ference this spring. The other shaded states form a solid block in 
the Rocky Mountain region. 

Choose your delegates to the Indianapolis Conference early! It 
is customary for organizations of all descriptions within the field 
of public and voluntary charitable and correctional work to name 
one or more representatives each to attend the annual meetings of 
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the National Conference. Many civic clubs and societies, religious 
bodies, women’s clubs, etc., likewise name delegates. This is done 
ordinarily without special invitation from the National Conference 
office. Action in the matter should be taken without delay, because 
delegates should be supplied with copies of this preliminary pro- 
gram and subsequent information, and should be allowed sufficient 
time to prepare for making the most of the important series of 
ineetings at Indianapolis. Secure action by your society or institu- 
tion as soon as possible and send official notice to that effect to the 
National Conference at Chicago.

NEW CONFERENCE IN VERMONT 


Vermont this year enters into the fraternity of states having 
conferences of charities and correction. An organization with this 
name was brought into being on January 11, 1916, at Burlington. 
The president chosen is W. J. Van Patten of Burlington, and the 
secretary-treasurer, L. S. Hayes of Bellows Falls. Among the speak- 
ers were Gov. Charles W. Gates of Vermont, Frederick H. Knight 
and Richards M. Bradley of Boston, and Hastings H. Hart of New 
York. The conference lasted two days, and at the final session an 
executive committee of eleven was chosen to assume the adminis- 
tration of affairs between conferences. Dues were fixed at fifty 
cents a year, and members are expected to pay an additional fifty 
cents upon registration at the annual meeting. The discussions at 
the conference partook of the character of addresses at similar 
meetings in other states, including a direct, practical attack upon 
undesirable social conditions throughout the state. 


KENTUCKY CONFERENCE REVIVED 


Early last November, after a five year period of inactivity, the 
Kentucky Conference of Charities and Correction was reorganized 
by a small group of social workers who had imbibed the inspiration 
for social service at the last meeting of the National Conference of 
Charities and Correction at Baltimore. The conference met at Lex- 
ington, attended by over a hundred delegates from all parts of the 
state. A number of vital social problems were discussed, including 
delinquent children, the feeble-minded, prison reform, rural public 
health and other matters. Among the speakers from outside the 
state were Julia Lathrop, Alexander Johnson and Amos W. Butler. 
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William T. Cross brought greetings from the National Conference of 
Charities and Correction. Through its Legislative Committee the 
conference has undertaken to agitate for the enactment of needed 
social legislation in co-operation with other social agencies in the 
state. Among the officers elected for 1916 were the following:

“Training School for Jewish Communal Workers,” lately established 
in New York, and in the afternoon the report of the National Asso- 
ciation of Jewish Social Workers on “The Transportation Rules” will 
be read and discussed. The question also of field secretary for the 
National Conference of Jewish Charities, or a field bureau, will be 
presented. Time has been left open for round-table discussions, 
which have been very popular heretofore at the conferences.

STORY OF THE PROGRAM 


Connecting Threads that May Help in Interpreting 
the Larger Schedule of Discussions 


The preliminary program of 
the Indianapolis meeting of the 
National Conference, printed on 
the succeeding pages, consists of 
nine major divisions. The char- 
acter of these divisions was 
fixed by the Conference at its 
forty-second annual meeting last 
May.
